Reports Now Coming in Indicate That the Devastation 


Was Much Greater Than at 


First Supposed,

ROCKFORD, 111., 
May 
10.—Eleven 


.people are known to "be dead and two 
more badly injured as the result of a 
destructive cyclone which swept over 
Ogie county Jast night. 


The storm came from tho southwest, 


and was from 300 to 400 i'eet wide. 
It 


leveled everything in its path, demol- 
ishing hundreds 
of farm 
houses and 


barns and killing much live stock. 


• The storm was severest at Stillman 
Valley, -where it wrecked fifteen build- 
ings, two churches ar.d a depot. Great 
damage was also done at Adeline, many 
buildings being razed. 


The railroads report many washouts. 


Telegraphic and telephone wires were 
badly affected. The list of dead and in- 
jured, so far as reported from this sec- 
tion, is as follows:

DRESS. 


President T. G. Brownson, in his for- 


mal commencement, address, spoke on 
the t\vo great pedagogical masters, Ar- 
nold of Rugby and- Mayland of Brown. 
He reviewed the lives and early train- 
ing of these 
two leaders of modern 


thought and drew deductions from their 
lives -and teachings. He said in part: 


"In the lives of these two men-there 


are marked similarities. Both had su- 
perior home influences 
and -training, 


mental and moral. Both were gradu- 
ates of very small colleges. Both pur- 
sued, special studies for some years af- 
ter leaving college walls and did not 
hold important positions until some- 
twelve or fifteen years had gone by. 
Each attracted to himself the eyes of 
men hy the preaching of special ser- 
mons. 
To Arnold, when Rugby had 


fallen low in moral life and intellec- 
tual force, did the eyes of its warmest 
friends turn, radiant with hope could 
he be persuaded to accept its head 
mastership. To Wayland, when Brown 
had suffered a serious decline in intel- 
lectual and moral power, 
did. warm 


friends of the institution, both in and^ 
out of the denomination, look as the' 
man who was best fitted to lift it into .a 
high realm or success. 


"Note first that each -of the two men. 


i received a very superior preparation 
for his life work. 
In the preparation 


there were two features—first, it • cov- 
ered a considerable number of years 
and in the second place ' it consisted 
largely of personal contact with able 
teachers. 


"In the light of these facts, what 


chiding may well come to the average 
parent and th-e average young man and 
woman of "today. The average parent 
is restless If his son or daughter spends 
even five or six Years after leaving the 
grammar school before actually enter- 
ing upon what Is to 'be the life calling. 
That parent encourages, urges, impels, 
pushes the child, immature and unfitted 
out into the taxing responsibilities of 
the whirlpool of life and then wonders 
that such limited success results. The 
young people of our day are over-anx- 
ious to get Into positions of great re- 
sponsibility before they are yet out of i 
their teens.. They are not willing to i 
plod on patiently year after year as 
Arnold and Wayland did, gathering to 
themselves masterful 'resources to be 
drawn lipon freely when -the stress of 
care shall make careful preparation al- 
most- an Impossibility. 


"It is certainly a serious defect of our 


educational system that young people 
do not get 
Intd college 
halls much 


earlier than is the rule. The average 
boy with fair opportunities ought to 
be able to enter college at the age of 
16. He ought to graduate at 3-D, leav- 
ing him at least two. years for'special 
university studies and then take a pro- 
fessional course of three years and be 
ready for active service at 25. I insist 
that it is a radical d'efect of our edu- 
cational system that students are no.t 
ready for college at least two years 
earlier than they usually are, but it the 
student .does not get Into college until 
he is IS or even 20 as ever 22,—let him 
put aside the thought that he must 
then complete his education in four or 
five years.
